FOG HAMPERS 
HUNT FOR SHIP 


Belief That Captain, Crew of 


20 Drowned When Ship 


Sunk Rises. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 19.— 


Hampered by dense fog and heavy 
seas, United States coast guard

Faint hope persisted that all or 


some of the men may have made 
their way to some forsaken spot 
on the southern Oregon or north- 
ern California shore and have not 
yet been able to communicate with, 
civilization. There was also a 
possibility that Captain Stanley 
Sorrenson and some of his men 
may still be adrift in the South 
Coast's one remaining life-boat. 


The yessel carried two life boats 


one of which, empty, was found at 
sea. Discovery of the empty life 
boat and sighting of the South 
Coast's deck house and part of her 
cargo afloat gave first indications 
of disaster. 


Hobbs, Wall and Company, own- 


ers of the South Coast, announced 
that an airplane would leave Cres- 
cent City, CaL, today and fly over 
the ship's route in an effort to lo- 
cate either the vessel or the crew. 


The coast guard cutters Ohokia 


and Red Wing were maintaining 
a vigilant patrol between the 
mouth of the Rogue River and 
Coos Bay, where the South Coast 
was due to arrive last Wednesday. 
Power boats from Coos Bay and 
Coquille were also skirting tne 
shoreline.
